You are true 
believers and alive to God, or unbe- 
levers and dead in fin and miſery. 
You are ſtrong in the grace that is in 
Chriſt, or babes weak in the ſame. It 
is a ſorry ſermon by which no help 


is given you, to form a judgment of 


yourſelves touching theſe things. 
God's bleſſing upon your conſcienti- 
ous care to make uſe of the help, you 
need not to diſtruſt. His command 
on you to prove yourſelves, 1s not 
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of doing more than knowing God's 
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without a promiſe of bleſſing made 
toit. Heever enricheth thoſe hearers, 
who uſe ſermons as ſcales to weigh, 
and touchſtones to try their ſouls, 
But as for the preſumptuous, who 
dream themſelves to be as good as 
they need to be; and the deſpairing, 
85 conclude that they ſhall reme- 
dileſly abide as bad as they are, and 
therefore never put the word of God 
ſo cloſe unto them; what hope of 
theſe! God will condemn thoſe by 
his word, who will not judge them- 
ſelves by it.
